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Introduction 


This is the first update of the Directory of 
Services and Programs Addressing the 
Needs of Older Adult Victims of Violence 
in Canada. It is one of a series of 
directories prepared by the National 
Clearinghouse on Family Violence under 
the Federal Family Violence Initiative. 


This updated directory provides a current 
listing of 354 services and programs that 
address the needs of older adult victims 
of violence. The services are listed by 
province/territory from the east to west 
coast and, within each province/territory, 
alphabetically by town or city. 


Each listing identifies the type of 
organization (long-term care, resource, 
government, legal) and type of service 
(crisis, care, general, bilingual). The 
categories are described after the 
introduction. 


The contact information provided in each 
listing may include: street or mailing 
address; administrative telephone 
number; crisis telephone number; 
facsimile number; e-mail address; and 
web site. Some listings also include a toll 
free number, which is generally 
accessible only within the local calling 
area. However, the toll free numbers for 
the National Clearinghouse on Family 
Violence can be used across Canada. 


Please note that we have not attempted 
to evaluate the services in this directory.
